Akin’s Words Continue to Dog GOP 


Romney says Obama 
campaign hits new low 
tying him to comment 

Tampa, Fla. 

Mitt Romney accused President 
Barack Obama’s campaign of try- 
ing to link him to Rep. Todd Akin’s 
statements about rape and abortion, 
calling that a sad new low in the bit- 
ter election race while conceding that 
controversy over the remarks is hurt- 
ing the Republican Party. 

Railing about a Democratic cam- 
paign they cast as harshly negative 
— as the Democrats say about the 
GOP — Romney and Republicans 
sought to reach out to female vot- 
ers and Hispanics, two voting blocs 
that polls show favor Obama. Top 
Republicans said it was crucial that 
the party broaden its appeal for the 
November election and for longer- 
term political viability. 

The comments by Akin, the GOP 
Missouri Senate candidate who said 
women’s bodies have ways of avoiding 
pregnancy from a “legitimate” rape, 
continue to dog the GOP. Asked in an 
interview, recorded earlier, on “Fox 
News Sunday” about Obama cam- 
paign efforts to link Akin’s remarks 
to Romney and other Republicans, 
Romney said: “It really is sad, isn’t it, 
with all the issues that America faces 
for the Obama campaign to continue 


Meanwhile ... 

President Barack Obama and Mitt 
Romney are locked in a close race 

to amass the requisite 270 Electoral 
College votes for victory. The contest 
is exactly where it was at the start of 
summer: focused on seven states that 
are up for grabs. Colorado, Florida, 

Iowa, Ohio, Nevada, New Hampshire and 
Virginia offer a combined 85 electoral 
votes. An Associated Press analysis 
found that if the election were held Sun- 
day, Obama would have 19 states and 
D.C., offering 247 votes, in his column 
or leaning his way, while Romney would 
have 24 states with 206 votes, (ap) 



to stoop to such a low level.” 

Obama hasn’t explicitly linked 
Romney to Akin, but he said in an 
interview Thursday that the GOP 
candidate has locked himself into 
“extreme positions” on economic and 
social issues and would surely impose 
them if elected president. 

In a Web ad, however, the Dem- 
ocratic National Committee spliced 
together images of Romney and run- 
ning mate Paul Ryan; Akin’s interview 
in which he made the comments; and 
various news reports, with the ques- 
tion, “Where does the GOP stand on 
the issue of women’s health?” The ad’s 
final image is the Romney-Ryan cam- 
paign logo with Akin’s name added.

Armstrong's Small Step 
A Big Leap for Humanity 


Astronaut, first man 
to walk on the moon 
died Saturday at 82 

Washington 

When man first harnessed fire, no 
one recorded it. When the Wright 
Brothers showed man could fly, 
only a handful of people witnessed 
it. But when Neil Armstrong took 
that first small step on the moon in 
July 1969, an entire globe watched 
in grainy black-and-white from a 
quarter million miles away. 

We saw it. We were part of it. He 
took that “giant leap for mankind” 
for us. Although more than half of 
the world’s population wasn’t alive 
then, it was an event that changed 
and expanded the globe. 

“It’s a human achievement that 
will be remembered forever,” said 
John Logsdon, professor emeritus 
of space policy at George Washing- 
ton University. Those first steps 
were beamed to nearly every coun- 
try around the world, thanks to a 
recently launched satellite. It was 
truly the first global mass media 
event, Logsdon said. An estimated 
600 million people — 1 out of every 
5 on the planet — watched.

ly to be long remembered from the 
20th century are the moon land- 
ing and the first atomic bomb, said 
Smithsonian Institution space cura- 
tor Roger Launius. 

“There is no way to overesti- 
mate that significance in human 
history, and he is forever linked to 
that,” Launius said of Armstrong, 
who died Saturday at age 82. 

Since the 1969 mission, there’s 
been a common phrase: “If we can 
send a man to the moon, why can’t 
we ... ?” with the blank filled with a 
task that seems far less difficult. 

Armstrong’s small step was that 
leap in confidence telling the world 
“if we can do this, we can do any- 
thing,” said Howard McCurdy, a 
professor of space and public pol- 
icy at American University and 
author of the book “Space and the 
American Imagination.” 


NASA Pioneers 


Misquoted 

Neil Armstrong said immediately 
after the 1969 moon landing that his 
now-famous statement had been 
misquoted. Hesaidheactually said, 
“That’s one small step for ‘a’ man." It’s 
just that people didn’t hear it. “The ‘a’ 
was intended,” Armstrong said later. 
“I thought I said it. I can’t hear it when 
I listen on the radio reception here on 
Earth, so I’ll be happy if you just put it 
in parentheses." (AP) 


The Apollo 11 moon landing 
was the finish line in a decade- 
long space race started by the Sovi- 
et Union. And so the first steps on 
the moon coming from an Amer- 
ican civilian had many meanings. 
Getting there first showed Ameri- 
can technological superiority, but 
Armstrong mentioned mankind — 
not Americans — demonstrating 
that this was a moment for the peo- 
ple of Earth, McCurdy said. 

“He took something that 20 
years earlier was pure fantasy 
and turned it into reality and if we 
could do that for space we could 
do it for anything,” McCurdy said.

New Massacre Reported in Syria 


Assad’s forces killed 
more than 320 in a 
week, activists say 

Amman, Jordan 

Dozens of bloodied bodies were 
buried Sunday in mass graves in a 
Damascus suburb where activists 
claim more than 300 people have 
been killed over the past week in a 
major government offensive to take 
back control of rebel-held areas in 
and around the capital. 

The British-based activist group 
Syrian Observatory for Human 
Rights said 32 more dead bodies 
were found in the streets of Daraya 
on Sunday and that they had been 
killed by “gunfire and summary exe- 
cutions.” It put the toll for the past 
week at approximately 320. 


Another activist group, the 
Local Coordination Committees, 
claimed that 300 bodies were 
discovered Saturday in Daraya 
and that 633 people have been 
killed there since the government 
launched its assault last week. 

President Bashar Assad, in 
comments carried by state media, 
reiterated his long-standing claim 
that a foreign plot was behind the 
uprising against his rule and said 
he would not allow it to succeed 
“whatever the price might be.” 

Meanwhile, Britain’s minister 
for Middle East affairs, Alistair 
Burt, said, if confirmed, the massa- 
cre “would be an atrocity on a new 
scale requiring unequivocal con- 
demnation from the entire inter- 
national community.” 

It was impossible to indepen- 
dently verify the death tolls because

Officials: 202 NATO Bases 
Shuttered in Afghanistan 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

NATO has closed more than 200 
bases in Afghanistan and trans- 
ferred nearly 300 others to local 
forces, a concrete step toward its 
2014 target of handing over secu- 
rity responsibility, NATO officers 
said Sunday. 

All 202 closed facilities were 
small, ranging from isolated 
checkpoints to bases of a dozen 
to 300 soldiers, a NATO spokes- 
man said. 

That means international forces 
operate about half as many bases 
in Afghanistan as in October 2011, 
when they ran about 800 bases.

Thenumberof Americantroops 
expected to be in Afghanistan in 
October, down from a peak of near- 
ly 103,000 last year, as the U.S. con- 
tinues its drawdown, (ap) 


The closures are part of the 
large-scale drawdown over this 
year and next as international 
forces prepare to transfer security 
tasks to the Afghan government at 
the end of 2014.

Egypt Court Convicts 76 
In Israeli Embassy Attack 


Cairo 

A Cairo court on Sunday convicted 
76 Egyptians on charges linked to 
last year’s attack by protesters on 
the Israeli Embassy. 

Seventy-five of the defendants 
received suspended one-year sen- 
tences, while one defendant tried 
in absentia was given a five-year 
prison term. 

The court listed eight charg- 
es, including “an assault against 
diplomatic missions” and “sab- 
otage.” 

In September, thousands of pro- 
testers tore down a security wall 
around a high rise building hous- 
ing the Israeli Embassy in Cairo 
and then trashed its offices. The 
embassy’s storming followed the 
killing of six Egyptian soldiers by 
Israeli troops who were pursuing 
Palestinian militants. 


Meanwhile ... 

Egyptian authorities are 

investigating the death of a suspected 
militant near the country’s border 
with Israel, officials said Sunday, the 
same day Egypt reopened its Gaza 
border. The crossing had been closed 
for nearly three weeks after 
an attack on Egyptian soldiers by 
Islamic militants. Its closure raised 
tensions between Egypt’s Islamist 
President Mohammed Morsi, of the 
Muslim Brotherhood, and Gaza’s 
ruling Hamas, which had hoped 
Morsi would end the enclave’s five- 
year isolation. (AP)

A GOP Rain Delay 


Officials scramble to shorten 
the Republican convention 
as Isaac churns into the Gulf 


Tampa, Fla. 

With Tampa under a tropical storm 
watch, organizers of the Republi- 
can National Convention on Sunday 
worked on packing four days of events 
into three after Monday’s events were 
postponed. 

Convention-goers — some 50,000 
are set to attend — woke up to clear 
skies and the headline “Isaac Intrudes” 
in the local paper Sunday, but the brunt 
of the storm is likely to hit the Gulf 
Coast and the Florida Keys, bringing 
heavy rains, winds and possibly torna- 
does to Tampa, forecasters say. 

Emergency management officials 
had plans in place to evacuate the city, 
which is prone to flooding. Heavy rains 
could bring 3 to 5 feet of water. 

An opening party at Tropicana 
Field went forward Sunday evening.

Tropical Storm Isaac was expected to 
cross the Florida Keys late Sunday and 
strengthen as it turned northwest. Fore- 
casters predicted it could strike as a Cat- 
egory 2 hurricane somewhere between 
the New Orleans area and the Florida 
Panhandle on Wednesday, the seventh 
anniversary of Hurricane Katrina, (ap) 


and convention events were slated to 
resume Tuesday. 

“We are 100 percent full steam 
ahead on Tuesday,” RNC Chairman 
Reince Priebus said Sunday on CNN’s 
“State of the Union.” 

Florida Gov. Rick Scott said the state 
was prepared for the storm and the con- 
vention. “We do hurricanes well and we 
do hospitality well, and this week we’ve 
got to show both sides,” Scott said. 

Democrats, who had planned a 
strong counteroffensive, have scrapped 
some plans, too, and Vice President Joe 
Biden postponed plans to campaign 
in Florida. 


In 2008, Republicans had to cancel 
a day of events in St. Paul as Hurricane 
Gustav headed toward landfall in the 
Gulf, and with Republicans scrambling 
in the days before Mitt Romney is set 
to officially become his party’s nomi- 
nee, scrutiny has fallen on the selection 
committee and former RNC chairman 
Michael Steele for picking Florida, a 
state prone to severe weather. 

Romney had been trying to build 
on the momentum following the large- 
ly successful rollout of Wisconsin Rep. 
Paul Ryan as his running mate. But his 
task of winning over moderate voters 
became more challenging last week as 
Rep. Todd Akin’s comments on “legit- 
imate rape” highlighted the more 
extreme views within the GOP. 

Romney’s advisers have planned an 
elaborate convention aimed at present- 
ing him as a successful businessman 
and compassionate family man. 

Cindy Costa, a South Carolina del- 
egate, chose to look on the bright side 
of the convention’s delay. 

“There’s just so much hype around 
the storm, and in ways, it could be good 
for us because all eyes are on Florida 
now,” Costa said. “You have to look at

D.C. to Deny Nats Request 


City does not plan 
to pay to keep Metro 
open after Late games 

Washington 

District officials said Thursday 
they plan to rebuff a request from 
the Washington Nationals that the 
city provide “additional Metro ser- 
vices” for the team’s fans. 

Team representatives made the 
request during a July 31 meeting 
with city officials — three weeks 
before last Monday’s game, after 
which dozens of fans were strand- 
ed at Nationals Park after the last 
trains stopped running hours 
before the end of the 13-inning 
contest. 

WTOP first reported the Nation- 
als’ request Thursday, quoting City 
Administrator Allen Lew as saying 
city-funded Metro service was on 
the team’s “wish list.” Lew declined 
to speak to The Washington Post, 
but his spokesman, Tony Robinson, 
confirmed the team requested to 
discuss “additional Metro servic- 
es” at the July meeting. 

The request for city help with 
Metro costs rekindles a debate 
over who should bear the nearly 
$30,000-per-hour cost of keeping 
the rail system open when sports 
games and other major events end 
after normal operating hours. 

Paying to extend Metro hours 
has been of questionable cost-effec- 
tiveness during more woeful times 
for the team; for one April 2009 
game, the city paid about $40,000 
to keep trains running an additional 
90 minutes to serve 16 passengers 
— about $2,500 a passenger. 

But with stadium seats increas- 
ingly occupied as the Nationals 
make their run for the playoffs, 
both fans and city officials are

Backstory 

When the team first moved to 
the District in 2005, the city paid 
to keep Metro open during late- 
ending games, which typically 
happens fewer than a half dozen 
times during the 81-game base- 
ball season. But in recent years, 
as the city faced budget pres- 
sures, it stopped paying for the 
extra service, (twp) 


questioning why the team won’t 
pony up — a team that 18 months 
ago agreed to spend $126 million 
on a right fielder. 

D.C. Council member Jack 
Evans, D-Ward 2, who is a sea- 
son ticket holder, noted that both 
the Capitals and Redskins have 
arranged with Metro to contin- 
ue service in case of late games. 
That includes making a $29,500 
deposit, which can be reimbursed 


according to the amount of passen- 
ger revenue generated during the 
extended hours. 

“All the professional teams are 
doing this, so I think the Nation- 
als at this stage should have to do 
this,” Evans said. 

The new attention on Metro costs 
also threatens to reawaken grum- 
bling rooted in the city’s $770 mil- 
lion in spending on Nationals Park 
and its environs. Subsequent lease 
negotiations left many in govern- 
ment feeling team ownership was 
ungrateful for the taxpayers’ mas- 
sive investment. 

Council member David Cata- 
nia, I-At Large, who opposed the 
stadium deal, said he would wel- 
come a “reasonable discussion” 
of how the city can help the team 
succeed. But he said the sugges- 
tion that the District pay for Metro 
costs is “quite extraordinary.”

Uniontown Bar & Grill Shuts in SE 


Owner of Anacostia 
restaurant admits 
to drug trafficking 

Washington 

The story of Uniontown will not 
have a happy ending. 

The Anacostia restaurant that 
many saw as a spark that could 
ignite a rebirth of Historic Ana- 
costia was evicted Friday from its 
corner space on Martin Luther 
King Avenue SE. 

Uniontown’s recent closure 
comes less than a year after owner 
Natasha Dasher was implicated 
in a drug trafficking scheme that 
federal agents said sent 65 kilo- 


grams of cocaine and $1.5 mil- 
lion in cash from Texas to Prince 
George’s County. 

The charges put a damper on 
what had been a widely touted and 
outwardly successful enterprise 
in the economically depressed 
neighborhood. 

In April, the company own- 
ing the restaurant was sued in 
D.C. Superior Court for more than 
$18,000 in unpaid rent. 

In what appears to be coinci- 
dental timing, court records indi- 
cate Dasher, 37, pleaded guilty in 
Houston on Thursday to a pair of 
federal felonies related to the drug 
trafficking case — possession with 
intent to distribute cocaine and a 
related conspiracy charge.

Now Anacostia residents are 
left to wonder what’s next for their 
neighborhood, which has seen 
increased investment from home- 


owners and real-estate developers 
in recent years but few new busi- 
nesses serving residents. 

Charles Wilson, president of the 
Historic Anacostia Block Associ- 
ation, said Uniontown’s closure 
shouldn’t discourage entrepreneurs 
looking to do business in the area. 

“It didn’t succeed not because 
the demand wasn’t there,” Wilson 
said. “The demand was there. Once 
that whole drug bust happened, 
people just got turned off.” 

Wilson said he was “disap- 
pointed but not heartbroken” over 
the whole thing: “I’m just real- 
ly hoping that some young, black 
professionals really, really take 
a sincere interest in Anacostia.”

Just after 7 a.m. Saturday — a full 
two days before students in Mary- 
land’s largest school system go back 
to class — Veronica Shand and her 
children became the first of thou- 
sands of families to line up for free 
backpacks outside the Montgom- 
ery County Public Schools head- 
quarters in Rockville. 

It would be nearly four hours 
before they’d be let into the audi- 
torium, where Eastpacks, Trail- 
makers and JanSports were stacked 
6 feet high in carts. 

But it was worth it, Shand said, 
upon emerging from the giveaway 
with four children — each of them 
carrying a brand-new school bag 
preloaded with pens, pencils, paper 
and other supplies. 

“I’m a single mother of six — 
four still in school,” said Shand, 
a certified nursing assistant from 
Rockville. “I couldn’t afford to buy 


them all new backpacks. It’s just a 
real blessing to be able to get these 
for free.” 

They were the first of 8,133 
backpacks given away at Satur- 
day’s back-to-school fair, and school 


officials said they could have given 
away thousands more if they’d had 
more donations. 

“We’re a wealthy county, but 
we’re also a county with great 
needs,” Montgomery schools Super- 


intendent Joshua Starr said.

Don’t let dog food 
take too big of a bite 
out of your budget

We Americans have always loved 
our dogs, but a dog has never had 
it this good. The average cost of 
man’s best friend is somewhere 
between $10,000 and $14,000 over 
the course of its life, according to 
the American Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals. 

Consumer Reports says Amer- 
icans spend $20 billion on cat and 
dog food annually, making it the 
biggest expense. 

The cost adds up quickly, and 
yet many people don’t factor in how 
pricey it will be. According to a 2011 
Consumer Reports study, dog food 
can average $36 a month. 

But you can save money on this 
expense if you’re using coupons, 
buying in bulk or, most important, 
buying less-expensive dog food. 
Here’s what you can save over the 
course of your dog’s life if you bud- 
get his or her meals well: 


Price Comparison: Dry Dog Food

Even when types of dog food don’t 
necessarily vary in nutritional con- 
tent, there’s a wide range of prices 
among those that meet the mini- 
mum health requirements.

Suri’s Burn Book was born.

She 
provides snarky, snobby criticism on 
Suri’s paparazzi-plagued peers. The 
blog is a self-proclaimed “study in Suri 
and the people who disappoint her.”

In January, Hagan was approached by an 
agent and landed a book deal. The result, 
“Suri’s Burn Book: Well-Dressed Com- 
mentary From Hollywood’s Littie Sweet- 
heart,” is due out Sept. 4. The 120-page 
manifesto is “Suri’s guide” to famous 
families, with chapters devoted to royalty, 
fashion and Holljrwood dynasties. 

The blog pairs snapshots of celebrity 
broods with captions by Hagan-as-Suri. 
A picture of Holmes carrying Suri on 
her hip is accompanied by “Don’t worry 
about me.

When Cruise and Holmes got divorced, 
Hagan “was really scared” of posting 
something too harsh. “It’s easy to imag- 
ine [Suri] as this sassy little fashionista. 
But ... at the end of the day ... she’s a little 
girl whose parents are splitting up.” 

Although Hagan has no plans to quit 
her day job and “wouldn’t imagine [Suri’s 
Burn Book] is going to last forever,” she 
doesn’t see a reason to quit. Not when 
there’s the holy grail of celebrity baby 
events to look forward to: Prince William 
and Kate Middleton’s first born. 

On the blog, Suri anticipates the birth 
with dread, panicked that she won’t be 
able to dominate her royal competition. 
“Suri is driving it, but Allie cannot wait,” 
Hagan says. 

“God, I hope they have a girl,” 
she says. “That’ll keep Suri’s Burn 
Book in business for a long time.”
